SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: OCTOBER, 1963 


Rainfall: The whole State experienced below average rainfall in October, the worst affected district being the Derwent Valley 
where some stations recorded only 20 percent of normal. The Central Plateau and the Central Northwest were also badly affected, 
with readings 30-40 percent of normal. The areas least affected and recording 75-80 percent of normal were the East Coast and 
Northern Divisions. 


Temperatures: Generally temperatures were well above normal, both for mean maxima and minima. The following were the 
positive departures from normal mean maxima: Central Plateau, 5 degrees; West and Midlands, 4 degrees; Southeast, 3 degrees; 
Kast Coast and North, 2 degrees. 


Mean minima were generally 4 degrees above normal except for a positive departure of 3 degrees in East Coast areas. 
The following extremes were recorded: Hobart and New Norfolk, 87 degrees; Bothwell and Shannon, 28 degrees. 
Bushfires: There were minor fires in the Huon, Derwent and Esperance localities in the period 9th—12th October. 


Power Ration Announcement: The Hydro-Electric Commission announced that electric power to bulk industrial consumers 
would be reduced by 15 percent as from 15th November; due to record drought conditions in catchment areas, storages were at 46 
percent capacity. 


Crops, Pastures, Stock, &c.: Apart from the Derwent Valley, no division is seriously affected by the current drought. There 
are general reports of corbie pest infestation with cockchafer prevalent in the Midlands. 
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
